The mate (mr. Elliot) floated on a fpar nine 
days, feven of which he held a boy in his 
arms, who then died. The ninth day he 
was taken up by a Britifh veffel and carried 
into the Weltindies, where a handfome fub- 
{cription was raifed, and on his'recovery was 
immediately put into bufinefs again, A- 
mong the loft, was mr. Jofeph Leathers of 
this town.

Up- 
on this fubjeét, the fmalleft errors are of the 
moft dangerous confequence ; and the author | 
fhould venture the imputation of ftupidity 
upon a topic, where his flichteft deviations 
may tend to injure the rifing generation. | 
However fuch are the whimfical and errone- 
ous produdions written upon this fubjrét. 
Their authors have ftudied to be uncommon, 
notto be jult; and, at prefent, we want a 
treatife upon education, not to tell us any 
thing new, but to explode the errors which 
have been tntroduced by the admirers of nov- | 
eley. Jetis in th’s manner books become | 
numerous ; a defire of novelty produces a | 
book, and other books are required to deftroy 
the former,

than clergymen, as children {tand in more 
need of inttruction than their parents. 
But inftead of this, as I have already ob- 


| ferved, we fend them to board in the country 


to the mok ignorant fet of men that can be 
imagined ; and, left the ignorance of the 
matter be not fufficient, the child is general- 
ly configned to the ufher, This is common- 
ly fome poor needy animal, little fuperior to 
afootman either in learning or {piric, invired 
to his place by an advertifement, and kept 
there merely from his beins of a complying 
difpofition, and making the children fond of 
him. “ You give your child to be educat- 
edto a flave,” fays a philofopher to. a rich 
mans; “* inllead of one flave, you will then 
have two.”
